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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The after-final amendments filed on 02/1 1/2009 adds claim elements that were 
previously objected to and identified as allowable if re-written in independent forms to all 
independent claims. The amendments therefore overcome all previously made claim 
rejections. An updated search of the amended claims is performed and no new 
references were found that can reasonably read on the amended claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16, 18-23, 25 and 27-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the after-final 
amendments filed on 02/1 1/2009 adds claim elements that were previously objected to 
and identified as allowable if re-written in independent forms to all independent claims. 

Specifically, closest combination of prior arts found (Klincewicz, US 
2004/0095887; Chaffee, US 2002/0186665; Kumaran, US 2002/0097716) does not 
teach the method of calculating a probability function for each of said first and any 
alternative network configuration such that the probability function is calculated as the 
ratio between the number of times that a maximum number of routable flows has been 
successfully routed by means of a test routine repeated a predetermined number of 
times, and the number of times said test routine has been repeated; and that said 
probability function is used in calculating a complexity function, which is used to 
determine which network configuration is to be used for routing the data flows.
